The interesting statistics and general information in con- 
nection with the Graduate School, published in another col' 
lim», indicates Met! ill's growing efficiency in a comparative, 
ly new department of activity. Graduates of Canadian Uni- 
versities have heretofore been forced to turn their faces 
southward for Graduate instruction and for research Work 
in their special fields of activity. They have gone in 
huge numbers to the well-equipped Graduate departments of 
Harvard and Yale, .loins Hopkins, or Chicago or Colum- 
bia. They went there because they were attracted by tie 
large scholarships they invariably won, because of the re- 
putation of professors, and because their demand for gra- 
duate work ;1 t home was not supplied. Many of them, as a 
result, did not return to Canada; they were lost to their 

own eouatry; and to day there is scarcely a University of 
note in the United Slates that does not include a Canadian 
scholar on its staff. Six years ago MeGill decided to solve 
the problem of Graduate instruction by establishing n Gra- 
duate School. The attendance during the first year was 
small luit large enough to le encouraging. D was thirty. It 
increased steadily from year to year. Today it is que hun- 
dred and ten, the school has passed through its experimen- 
tal state ami has rapidly gathered great strength. It is a 

Cosmopolitan depart lit. Its students represent every Pru 

vince in Canada, and many foreign countries. 

It is interesting to note that in their letters of sincere 
sympathy addressed to Principal Peterson dining the recent 
campaign, President Huiler, of Columbia, and Bx-Presldcnt 
Wilson. ,,f Princeton, both referred particularly to the 
place of a strong graduate school in the work of a Univer- 
sity; they referred to it as the most Important part of the 
University because of its opportunities for valuable re- 
Search. From the statistics published elsewhere it will he 
seen that MeGill has been busy developing this side of her 
activity. Hut the American Graduate Schools still continue 
to draw qur students. Statistics recently published by the 
Graduate Schools of Harvard and Vale show ih it Cana- 
dian students far outnumber those from any other foreign 

eouatry. These students ate attracted by well-eqtlipped dé- 
pannants, luit more particularly by large Scholarships and 
Fellowships. What McGlll perhaps needs at present to make 
her Graduate School more efficient still is pn endowment 
for Research Scholarships and fellowships in her various 
departments. This, like all 'rood things, will doufhtl ss come 
in due time. Meanwhile it is a pleas ire to those of us who 
are Ui inking of Graduate work to Jnok forward to taking 
part in at least the college of our Undergraduate .lays.

Last night the Historical Society 
was royally entertained at the bomi 
of Controller Wanklyn. The occasion 

was the open lli trlit of the ;'.>. let', 
and the lecturer, Professor Juhn Mar 

Naugbton. The subject of tin even 
'ing was Browning and his attitude 
towards history. The main portion 
of the paper dealt with an account 
of the poem pheidippides, and its 
hearing on the subject, Many poets 
had little regard for the true nature 

.if the past, and used il only as a 

drawing ground for characters. 

Browning was une of the readiest of 
[o.'ts to take a new an I lofty idea 

of his historical background. He in 
tered thoroughly into the spirit of 
the period with which he dealt, He 

approached the scientific in his study 
Of the past. All classes of men inter- 
ested him, and he was thoroughly 
master of every class with which he 
dealt. 

The story of I'hidippidcs deals with 
the peril of Athens at the ban is of 
Persia. Phldlpptdes is sent to Sparta 

to nsk for help. He meets the cod 
Pan, who promises help. None is 

forthcoming from Sparta, The poem 
clones when Phidippldes dies, having 
carried the news of victory from 
Mura t hi n to Athens. 
Professor MacNaughti n analyzed 

the poem and in a very beautiful and 
Interesting way shown', just what 
Browning's meaning was. fn several 
in' tances Drowning sacrificed histori 
cal accurac) for poetic beauty, but 
his liberties are quite excusable. 
Throughout, the paper was most 

interesting, and was accompanied by 
extracts from the poem Itself, All 
present enjoyed this lecture greatly, 
and are much Indebted to I'rof. Mac 
Naughton for having honoured the 
Society. 

At the close of the lecture a Vote 
of thanks was moved by Mr. A. K. 
Hugessen, Mr. Mathewsou then 
moved that I'rof. MacNailfhton he 
made an honorary member of the 

Society, This was unanimously as 
seated to. Mr. Lindsay then moved 
that Mr. Wanklyn be also made an 
honorary member, which was also 
carried. 

Refreshments were then served, in 
the course of which the president, Mr. 
French and Dr. Wells thi nked Mr 
VVanklyn and his son for their l ospi-
